Navy and the Air Forces since Pearl 
Harbor Day, and is responding to 
the best of its ability to meet its 
share of the demand for rubber 


products, and is still working to 
capacity. War would he a changed 
spectacle were it not for rubber 
goods, and with the country’s de- 
privation of its natural rubber sup- 
ply it was incumbent upon the 
United States Government to move 
fast in the production of synthetic 
rubbers, assisted by the Rubber In- 
dustry in general. Fortunately, the 
local company had had experience 
in manipulating of at least one syn- 
thetic rubber before an almost en- 
tire change into synthetic rubber 
manufacture was obligatory. It was 
able to move fast, so that today nat- 
ural rubber is conspicuous by its 
almost total absence. 


Among the war items displayed 
in the window will be seen a six- 
man Reconnaissance Boat, used by 
the Army Engineers for reconnoit- 
ering purposes. This ‘boat is made 
with compartments or bulkheads so 
that if one compartment is de- 
stroyed by gun-fire or accidents, the 
pboat will still float. It is unfortunate 
that the large pneumatic floats or 
pontoons cannot be displayed on: ac- 
count of their large size, but there 
is a photograph showing inspection 
being done to these large floats. Al- 
so there are exhibited raincoats and 
ponchos made by the company, for 
which there has ‘been a large stream 
of production for the United States 
Army. Footwear too, is shown in the 
window, as made for the armed 
forces, and some civilian types. This 
synthetic rubber footwear not only 
looks the equal of the natural rub- 
ber product, but is reported to wear 
as long, if not better. 


Many smaller items will be seen, 
which, on account of their secretive 
nature, or on account of the fact 
that they are such small parts of a 
large apparatus, cannot be de- 
scribed in detail. Many of these 
small parts are being used for radar 
equipment, airplanes or for critical 
war machinery. 

This display of so many unusual 
and strange-looking products, to- 
gether with the Army-Navy E award 
flag presented to the Tyer Rubber 
Company, September 22, 1942, and 
with letters of tribute from high 
officers in the conduct of the war, 
should be interesting to every citi- 


zen of the town. It is expected that | 


a similar display will be shown in 
the Lawrence window of the Law- 
rence Gas & Electric Company, 
shortly after the first of the year.

and they outlined what the commit- 
tee had done so far. Mr. Perley Gil- 
bert is making drawings up, from 


rough sketches of proposed new 
buildings which will be submitted 
at a later date to the voters of the 
town. These plans tentatively con- 
sist of a new elementary school 
building of 16 classrooms with as- 
sembly hall and gymnasium com- 
bined to replace the Dove and 
Stowe school buildings, and an eight 
room school following the same plan 
on a smaller scale which has been 
proposed for the West Parish. All 
this is at the request of the Select- 
men who requested that a commit- 
tee be appointed and to proceed 
with the work. 

By unanimous yote, the town 
charges for out-of-town pupils were 
corrected to read as follows: $160 
per year for the High School; $140 
for the Junior High School and $105 
for the elementary, which remains 
the same. The committee has the 
authority to raise these rates to 
what they actually cost the town, 
but it has not been done up to now. 
At the suggestion of the Superin- 
tendent, they intend to do so in an- 
other year. 

According to the calendar, school 
will close for the Christmas vaca- 
tion on Friday, December 22nd, un- 
til Tuesday, January 2nd. 

The warrant of bills and account 
of $18,642.03 was approved for No- 
vember as read. All departments 


are under control and the Board will 
finish within its budget. 


It was also voted that the com- 
mittee find out what steps are nec- 
essary to continue the appropria- 
tion given by the town last year of 
$3000 to,erect a fence and make 
said play-yard improvements for an- 
other year. Instead of returning the 
money to the town, the committee 
would like to keep the money and 
see if they could obtain the fence 
later, All this work would have 
been done this summer if the fence 
had been obtainable. 

In connection with this health 
program, the teacher sub-committee 
is busy working out an improved 
and enlarged health program which 
will probably, in the near future, 
take the form of some class which 
all pupils will take in the school. 
This is in line with what all com- 
parable communities in the state 
are doing. The Chadwick Clinic is 
coming to Andover in January to 
X-Ray the chests of all Punchard 
High school students, the cost of 
the project to be borne by the 
Christmas Seal Fund.

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Andover Ranks First 
In Essex County for 
Egg Production 


Few people realize the volume of 
food, feed and fuel produced by the 
224 farmers and full-time workers 
on 126 farms in Andover. In order 
to get a clear picture of our agricul- 
tural production, 90% of the farms 
have been surveyed throughout the 
year and the results of these sur- 
veys tabulated. Andover ranks 3rd 
in number of farms and 2nd in full- 
|time farm workers employed. 


Farmers have had a_ difficult 
growing season this year. The 
freeze in May was a severe loss to 
fruit and vegetable growers. The 
drought in July and August cut 
down the size of the fruit crop and 
seriously reduced the yield of veget- 
able and forage crops. Finally, the 
hurricane in September blew off the 
majority of the apple crop. Also the 
flattening of field and silo corn was 
a serious loss to dairymen. 


In spite of these difficulties and 
the acute shortage of both seasonal 
and year-round farm labor, the 
farmers and farm workers of Ando- 
ver have produced a tremendous 
amount of food as shown by the 
following figures: 

Andover ranks 5th in milk pro- 
duction with 1,943,070 qts. from 717 
cows; 4th in beef production, 28,800 
lbs; 5th in hog production, 176,000 
lbs; 8th in sheep, 1,400 lbs. meat; 
2nd in goat production, 26,500 qts. 
milk; 1st im egg production, 901,125 
doz. eggs from 60,075 hens; 1st in 
poultry meat, 537,730 lbs. from 
136,286 broilers, roasters and fowl; 
5th in turkeys, 18,978 lbs. meat; 3rd 
in vegetables, 230,795 bushels from 
767 acres; and 4th in fruit, 21,760 
bushels from 280 acres. 

There was a total commercial 
production of 17,719,126 lbs. of food, 
8.410 tons of feed, 802 cords of wood 
and 101,000 bd. ft. of lumber by 
farmers, In addition, Andover ranks 
4th in Victory Food Production, vic- 
tory gardeners having produced 
1,170,000 Ibs. of food. Andover ranks 
8rd in! total food production and Ist 
in value of all agricultural produc- 
tion in Essex County. The estim- 
ated value of this food, feed and 
fuel production at wholesale prices 
is $1,268,922.
